EEC agrees ‘in principle’ 
to sanctions against Iran 


LUXEMBOURG. - Foreign 
Ministers of the European 
Economic Community (EEC) 
agreed in principle yesterday to im- 
pose sanctions against Iran in sup- 
port of President Jimmy Carter's 
attempts to free the American 
hostages In Teheran. 

The sanctions could involve an 
eventual trade blockade. 

The ministers also ordered an Im- 
mediate arms embargo against 
Iran and said they would send their 
ambassadors back to Teheran to 
urge the Iranian government to 
free the hostages. 

Officials said the sanctions 
probably would Include an im- 
mediate downgrading of diplomatic 
links — Britain already has an- 
nounced It will' reduce the staff at 
Its embassy in Teheran.. 

A spokesman at the Foreign Of- 
fice In London said that Am- 
bassador Sir John Graham was on 
Ms way home yesterday to receive 
Instructions In connection with the 
Luxembourg meeting.

The sanctions will be taken In- 
dividually by the member countries 
of the Community, rather than 
applied by the Community as a 
whole as West Germany wanted.

17.8. economic 'sanctions, Iran 
would not sell them Oil. TTtey would 
be blacklisted forever and would 
never get Iran's oil."

Arsonist sought after blaze 
kills 22 elderly in France 


SAINT-JEAN-DE-L08NE, Prance 
fUPI). — Authorities yesterday were 
seeking the arsonist responsible for 
a retirement-home fire that killed 
22 elderly persons in one of the 
deadliest blazes in France is recent 
yean. 

The victims of Monday night's 
fire at the Hospice de VtolHorda 
were all bed-ridden and ranged In 
age from 74 to 88. 

Two of the victims hod been at 
the state-operated home for less 
than a week. The victims all died of 
smoke inhalation. 

“Many of them were so ill they 
would not have been able to leave 
their beds by themselves/* a 
spokesman said. /‘They really 
didn't have a chance." 

Sixteen other residents of the 
home were hospitalized, 10 In 
serious condition. 


Officials said Uie Mass and three 
smaller ones that broke out almost 
simultaneously were the work of an 
“unbalanced" person who set the 
fires by torching such things as a 
crucifix. Bible, old clothes, ban- 
dages and books. 

The home, which housed 123 per- 
sona, Is located about 278 km*, 
southeast of Paris near Dijon. 

■ The main fire began around 8.80 
p.m. ln a three-year-old wing of the 
home and was brought under con- 
trol within an hour. It resulted from 
a blazing mattress, apparently 
soaked in petrol. 

All the victims were bx the new 
wing and. as was their custom, had 
been sleeping with their doors open 
when the fire raged through the 
hallway and swept into their rooms, 
the spokesman, at the home said. 


13 former gov’t officials 
executed by Liberians 


MONROVIA. — Thirteen ministers 
and other top officials of the ousted 
regime of slain President William 
Tolbert were executed by rifle and 
m&ohinegun fire before a large 
crowd yesterday. 

The prisoners, Including 
.Tolbert's elder brother Frank and 
former foreign minister Cecil Den- 
nis. bad been sentenced to death by 
a summary military tribunal for 
••high treason, rampant corruption 
and groes violation of human 
rights." 

Liberia's new chief of state. 
Master Sergeant Samuel Doe. re- 
jected last minute pleas ‘from the 
American embassy and other 
Western diplomatic missions to 
spare the prisoners' lives. 

In addition to the slain 
president's brother, who was 
former president, pro torn of the 
Senate, and Dennis, those who had 
appeared before the five-man 
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military tribunal included: the 
former Justice minister; former 
chief Justice, former finance 
. minister and former speaker of the 
House. 

Others executed were: the 
former chairman of the Investment 
Commission; former budget direc- 
tor:' former planning and economic 
minister, former agriculture 
minister, former commerce and 
transport minister, a House 
member, and a former minister of 
state for presidential affairs. 

At the public hearings before a 
five-man military tribunal, the 
prisoners had all pleaded not guilty 
to the charges against them. The 
tribunal members acted as 
prosecution and the accused ware 
allowed no defence counsel,

Fuel prices were raised at a un- 
iform rate of 36 per cent as of mid- 
night last night, and the new price 
of s Hire of M-octone petrol wil) now 
be 1S3.49. 

The government will request the 
Knesset Finance Committee to ap- 
prove today a 30 per cent rise in 
electricity rate*. An 18 per cent rise 
In water rates la anticipated, solely 
as a result of the latest jump In fuel 
prices. There la also a plan to raise 
water rates even more by reducing 
the government subsidy on water. 

Price Increases are also an- 
ticipated for public transport, 
haulage, and products In which 
energy is a significant component. 

According to Energy Ministry 
computations, the fuel-price rise 
win raise tke cost-of-living index by 
2 Ji per cent. 

Experience shows, however, that 
a rise in fuel prices serves as a 
pretext for raising the prices of 
good* or services that are affected 
only slightly, or not at ail. by the 
price of fuel. 

Is addition, wage-earners will 
■tart getting a much larger 
allowance, beginning with their* 
April salaries, a factor that 
manufacturers will undoubtedly 
take into account when they raise 
prices. So consumer* are likely in 
for a wave of price increases. 

Energy Ministry sources yester- 
day attributed the steep jump In 
fuel prices to the lengthy delay in 
the grant of government approval 
the ministry had sought to raise the 
prices in early March. 

The sources added that the 
ministry had favoured a lower in- 
crease for petrol and a higher one 
for industrial fuel, ln keeping with 
their actual coat.

Irish force in 
militia enclave

The TJX, in what Israeli 
observers have called "a vic- 
tory for common sense." has 
decided to replace about 60 
Irish UNIFIL observers 
stationed in the areas of 
Southern Lebanon under Major 
Sa'ad Haddad's direct control 
with Norwegians. 

The move came after almost a 
week of conflict between Haddad 
and the Irish contingent, which has 
already cost five lives. 

The Irish, however, will continue 
to maintain their positions outside 
the areas of Haddad's direct in- 
fluence. specifically In the central 
zone of ti»e front. In the environs of 
the tillage of Tibnln. 

In addition to deciding to replace 
the observers in four villages in 
Haddad's enclaves — Mahbeb, 
HI c Ida, Jabl Atriv and M&roun el- 
Ras — the UN command has 
ordered the several dozen Irish 
observers along the Israeli- 
Lebanese border replaced with 
other nationals. 

The decision to draw a sharp Une 
between the Irish and Haddad is 
certain to defuse some of the ten- 
sion. But it folia far short of Hod- 
dad's demand either to remove the 
Irish, whom he considers blatantly 
pro-PLO. from the area altogether, 
or at least to replace them in the 
-sensitive central sector with troops 
from either Fiji or Norway. 

This demand, however. Is not be- 
ing pressed by Haddad since the 
Irish battalion is at present in the 
initial stages of undergoing a pre- 
planned periodic replacement with 
fresh men from Ireland. It is hoped 
that this will foster new and better 
relations. 

Premier Menahem Begin told the 
cabinet yesterday he hod promised 
Irish ambassador Sean Honan that 
Israel would try to influence Had- 
dad to avoid tension. But Begin said 
he had stressed that Israel con only 
influence Haddad — it cannoi give 
him orders. 


Ronan Is to meet once again with 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
today. Last night, he reiterated in 
an Israel TV Interview his 
government's complaint that Irish 
UNIF1L forces are being denied 
free movement by Haddad 
militiamen. But he acknowledged 
that there had been considerable 
improvement in the situation since 
Begin gave orders, from 
Washington last week, to the IDF to 
persuade Haddad to remove his 
roadblocks. 

Meanwhile, the delicate situation 
was exacerbated yesterday mor- 
ning when light arms fire was 
directed on Shl'Ite Moslem farmers 
near the village of Kunin from 
Bar as hit. controlled by an Irish 
contingent. Haddad did not return 
the fire, but filed an angry protest 
with the UN and demanded to know' 
what action had been taken against 
the perpetrators. He conceded, 
however, that it was possible that 
the fire could have been directed by 
terrorists. 

In an attempt to preclude the ex- 
periences of the last week, and at 
Israeli insistence, Haddad has plac- 
ed liaison officers with the 
Norwegian units which have taken 
up the old Irish positions in hts 
territory. Also, the IDF has return- 
ed to service Sg&n-Aluf Yoram 
Hamizrahi who had taken leave a 
month ago. and who is known to 
have considerable influence with 
Haddad. It is hoped that Hamizrahi 
will be a stabilizing element in a 
situation Israeli military officials 
agree hod slipped almost totally out 
of control.

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Union declares labour dispute 

Civil servants protest 
cut in car allowances

TEL AVIV. — The Civil Servants 
Union yesterday declared a labour 
dispute over the government's deci- 
sion to decrease their car 
allowances. 

The declaration is a mandatory 
step before a strike or sanctions can 
be called. But the union has not yet 
decided whether it will order a 
work stoppage at the end of the 15- 1 
day cooling-off period. Some works 
committee representatives who 
conferred with union leaders here 
yesterday urged strikes and sanc- 
tions. But others argued that the 
50.000 civil servants who do not 
receive a car allowance are not 
likely to strike for the 10.000 who do. 

They suggested the union take the 
government to court instead, to 
force it to honour the car allowance 
clauses in Its agreements with the 
various works committees. The 
decision to halve the compensation 
for each kilometre and to Unk 
payments to the cost-of-living index 
constituted a breach of the 
agreements, they added. 

Some workers who cannot do 
their jobs without transportation 


have said they are willing to use 
government vehicles on the job 
They complain that, even before 
the government's latest decision 
they were losing money by using 
their own cars. 

A well-placed Histadrut source 
told The Jerusalem Post that most 
car allowances are excessive, even 
those for agricultural experts who 
go out to the fields. They are paid 
higher allowances than other 
workers because they supposedly 
travel over bad terrain. But the 
roads to the moshavlm they serve 
are good, and they use moshav 
vehicles or tractors for the rides 
from the settlements to the fields 
he said. 

Benny Morris adds: 

Reacting to the civil servants 
declaration of a labour dispute. 
Civil Service Commission 
spokesman yesterday commented 
that the car allowance is not 
salary component and can 
therefore be changed at will by ad- 
ministrative fiat. 

The spokesman added that 
nowhere in the civil service rules is 
there any mention of such an 
allowance, or that It is any civil ser- 
vant’s due. 


Marathon autonomy talks 
set to begin on April 30 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
April 30 has been set as a 
provisional date for the beginning 
of the marathon negotiations by 
Israel, Egypt and the U.S. on the 
proposed autonomy for the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip, it was of- 
ficially announced yesterday. 

The talks were originally 
scheduled to start next Monday, but 
Egypt requested a abort delay due 
to its participation in an African 
summit conference In Nigeria. 

According to a new schedule be- 
ing worked out between Jerusalem. 
Cairo and Washington, the 
negotiations will be held in non-stop 
conferences for 10 days each in 
Herzliya and in Alexandria. The 
three countries have pledged to 


meet the May 26 target date set for 
the completion of the talks. 

Egyptian Premier Mustapha 
Khalil and Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Ghall are 
expected to arrive in Israel next 
Wednesday for the talks. The U.S. 
presidential envoy to the 
negotiations, Sol Unowitz, is due on 
Tuesday. 

A meeting between the high- 
ranking negotiators Is to be preced- 
ed by two days of preparatory talks 
by five joint working groups. These 
consist of steering, legal and 
economic committees plus two 
others dealing with autonomy elec- 
tion rides and the powers of a pro- 
jected self-governing authority in 
the administered territories.

The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that the three victims — Menahem 
Hershkovitz, Yosef Hershkovitz 
and Haim Schwartz berg undertook 
polygraph tests. According to the 
results, they were cleared of any 
suspicion.

Peres to explain Labour’s 
views in White House talks

Labour .Party leader Shimon 
Peres said yesterday that be would 
stress in his talks at the White 
House those matters on which 
Israeli public opinion was in con- 
sensus. 

Before flying to tbe U.S. early 
Tuesday morning, Peres said he 
would emphasize to President Jim- 
my Carter the national will to main- 
tain the unity of Jerusalem as 
Israel’s capital, opposition to the 
formation of a Palestinian Arab 
state, and refusal to talk to the 
PLO. 

Peres said he would ■ explain why 
his party wanted to work together 
with Jordan to solve the Palestinian 
issue, and 'why his party urged that 
autonomy" be implemented in the 
Gaza Strip before the West Bank. 

An official at the Prime 
Minister’s Office told The Post that 
Peres' views on the need to relin- 
quish Judea and Samaria would en- 
courage Carter to discount Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin's firm 
stand In the autonomy talks. 

However, the same official con- 
ceded that Carter would still adopt 
the same tactics, even if Peres did 
not come to the White House. 

In the cabinet yesterday. Housing 


Minister David Levy launched a 
sharp attack on Peres In a question 
at the start of the session. He coupl- 
ed his criticism of Peres with 
criticism of the amb a ssador in 
Washington, Ephraim Evron. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz. 
said that when the Ukud was In op- 
position it would never have behav- 
ed like Labourites did and agree to : 
meet U.S. presidents while crucial 
negotiations were taking place. 

Criticism of Feres was also voic-

The meter man cometh — once a year

HAIFA. — Consumers’ electric 
meters will be read only once a 
year, although they will still pay for 
electricity bi-monthly, under a new 
cost-cutting scheme. 

According to the Electric Cor- 
poration's newsletter, the “annual 
billing system" has already been 
adopted by many electric com- 
panies around the world. Con- 
sumers are billed bi-monthly in 
equal installments according to 
their average electricity consump- 
tion. 


The new programme has been 
tried experimentally in parts of the 
Dan and Tel Aviv area, the corpora- 
tion said, and will soon be expand- 
ed. By next year, ft Is planned, any 
consumer choosing to go on to the 
new billing programme will be able 
to do so. 

The programme Is said to save 
money by reducing labour coots for 
both meter-reading and billing. The 
consumers* main benefit is said to 
be an end to “surprise" high bills, 
making bi-monthly budgeting 
easier. 


Beirut bombing kills one, wounds nine 


BEIRUT (Reuter) . — One man was 
killed and nine people were wound- 
ed yesterday by a bomb which ex- 
ploded as a car similar to that of a 
Christian Phalangist party leader 
passed by, Phalangist sources said. 

The leader is Amin Jemayel. 32, a 
son of Phalangist party chief Pierre 
Jemayel and also a parliamentary 
deputy. 


The bomb went off 100 metres 
from a Phalangist regional office 
and also damaged several ears and 
houses. 


The Phalangist Voice of Lebanon 
radio said Amin Jemayel had been 
contacted by various leaders 
denouncing the planting of tbe es- 
timated 35-kilo bomb, but therartio | 
did not say there had been an! 
attempt on his life. 

Unconfirmed reports said he’ was 
in the office when the explosion oc- 
curred. He was slightly hurt in a 
similar blast last year. Two months 
ago another bomb killed eight peo- 
ple, Including the baby daughter of 
his brother -Bashir, the Phalangist 
militia leader. 


U.S. to grant only part of 
Saudi’s arms requests now

WASHINGTON. — The Carter ad- 
ministration has decided not to ap- 
prove Saudi Arabia's pending arms 
requests in their entirety before the 
November elections. 

Officials said the Saudis will 
receive “a considerable amount" of 
additional U.S. hardware this year, 
but not all of the advanced’ 
weaponry requested. 

Specifically. Washington Is delay- 
ing the authorization of very 
sophisticated "accessories" that 
the Saudis want for the . 60 
previously-approved F-i6 fighter 
bombers, which are -due to start . 
arriving in Saudi Arabia next year. 

According to a report In yester- 
day's “Washington Star." tbe items 
which the administration considers 
“difficult" to approve include: 
equipment to make the F-13 
capable of mid-air refueJliag, fuel 
tanks or “pods” that would gfve.the 
F-15 additional range, multiple 
ejeetien racks that would make the 
aircraft capable of carrying more 


weapons, and AW ACS aircraft with 
sophisticated radar that could-act ! 
as co m m am i planes for the F-tt's. 

Part of the reason for the ten- 
tative U.S. rejection sterna from the-j 
assurances Defence. Secretary 
Harold Brown gave the Congress In 
1978 during the controversial.]

Economic cabinet postpones 
debate on El Al’s future

The economic cabinet yesterday 
postponed Its debate on El Al's 
retrenchment programme, which 
El AJ board chairman Avraham 
Sharis submitted to the government 
a week ago. 

Economic circles in tbe govern- 
ment said the retrenchment 
programme waa unrealistic, and 
that the cabinet would probably 
await certain clarifications before 
determining the national airline’s 
fate. 

While EH AI predicta tbe retrench- 
ment programme will result In a 
deficit of $23m. this year, govern- 
ment economists assess that the 
deficit will reach some $S0m. That 
means the airline would be nowhere 
nearer the balanced budget which 
8kavit promised when he entered 


office some four months ago. 

The government economists 
believe that Shavit's attempts at 
avoiding confrontation with the 
strong El Al work crews have fail- 
ed. They believe more drastic 
measures must be taken to "heal” 
the airline, such as firing additional 
workers. Increasing the air crews' 
flight hours and further tightening 
work arrangements, it was learned. 

The economists claim that the 
retrenchment programme ia baaed 
on unrealistic calculations of the 
expected rise in fuel costs, of 
charter flight profits, and of other 
factors. 

An El Al spokesman said yester- 
day that the airline's board of direc- 
tors stands behind its retrenchment 
programme, and believes that It 
can lead the company to eventual 
profitability. 


MK to query IDF promotions

Does the IDF have too many 
chiefs and not enough Indians? 

This is the point which Knesset 
Member Menahem Savldor { Likud - 
Liberals) wants to make at the next 
meeting of tbe Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, to which he 
belongs, 

Savldor seeks to raise the issue In 
the wake or the promotion of two 
new brigadier-generals — the army 
spokesman, and the deputy presi- 
dent of the Supreme Court of 
Military Appeals. 

While he has nothing personal 
against the specific appointees, he 
said. Savldor told The Jerusalem 
Post: “It la not right for these two 
office-holders to have a higher rank 
than, for instance, a brigade com- 
mander who has to lead thousands 
of soldiers and officers personally 
into battle. It cost a a lot of money to 
keep a tat-ahxf (brigadier-general) 
in the army, and later on pension. 
The officers in combat functions 


cannot possible feel good when they 
see more and more headquarters 
brass getting the higher ranks." 

Savldor proposes that some 
Knesset body, such as the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee, be 
empowered to determine bow many 
officers should be given tbe rank of 
tat-aluf and above, and not the chief 
of staff. 

There are well over a score of- 
ficers in the IDF with the rank of 
tat-aluf. which is equivalent to the 
rank of director-general in an or- 
dinary government department.

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World sports leaders back Moscow Games 


LAUSANNE. - World sports 
loaders yesterday promised to 
carry on with the Moscow Olym- 
pics. but called for a reduction in 
nationalistic flag-waving at the 
games. 

Heads of the 28 international 
federations pledged to the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee (IOC) 
executive board that they would go 
ahead with the world sports festival 
despite the boycott planned by the 
U.S. and other countries because of 
the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

Federation sources said it was 
agreed at a Joint meeting with the 
IOC that the games must go on, 
however few countries send teams 
to the Soviet capital. It was also 


agreed that there was no question 
of them granting permission to hold 
any "alternative games" for those 
teams joining the boycott, the 
sources said. 

U.S. government officials have 
predicted that more than 50 of the 
143 eligible nations, including most 
of the West European teams, will 
stay away from Moscow. But the 
Soviet Union says that about 106 
countries have indicated they will 
compete. 

Tn a blunt statement drawn up by 
Britain's Prince Philip, the 
federations unanimously condemn- 
ed Western governments for put- 
ting pressure on athletes to boycott 
the games. 

"A boycott of a sporting event is 


an improper method to use In trying 
to obtain n political end,” the state- 
ment said. 

Thomas Keller. Swiss president 
of the General. Assembly of Inter- 
national Federations, said 
members were convinced that 
there was no chance of individual 
athletes being allowed to compete 
at Moscow because time was too 
short to change Olympic rules. 

But the 26 federations invited the 
IOC to review the use of national 
anthems and flags at the games In a 
two-thirds majority decision, 
Keller said. Federation members 
said that no formal motion was 
passed because of difficulties in 
agreeing on a formula. 

Sources said the ultimate atm of 


those favouring less nationalist dis- 
play wns to have only the Olympic 
flag flying over games sports 
venues, to end the march past of 
national teams behind their nags at 
the opening ceremony, and to dis- 
pense with these national flags and 
anthems at ceremonies honouring 
medal winners. 

Philip earlier announced that he 
would not be going to Moscow 
himself in his capacity as president 
of the International Equestrian 
Federation. He has been under con- 
siderable pressure from the British 
Government to stay away from the 
games. 

But In helping draft the state- 
ment, Philip directly Implicated the 
British Government.

Bogota seeking int’l aid 


to help release hostages 


BOGOTA (AP). — The Colombian 
government is turning to inter- 
national mediation for the first time 
In its talks with the M-19 guerrillas 
holding 17 diplomats — Including 
Israeli Ambassador Eliahu Barak 
— hostage In the Dominican 
Republic's embassy here. 

Minister of Government German 
Zee, In charge of internal security 
in Colombia, indicated yesterday 
that the government is asking the 
Inter-American Human Rights 
commission of the Organization of 
American States to intercede in the 
negotiations. 

The commission was invited to 
Colombia by the government at the 
guerrillas' request to investigate 
alleged human rights violations. 
Last week, the London-based 


human rights group Amnesty Inter- 
national reported cases of torture, 
arbitrary arrests and dis- 
appearances in Colombia. 


The guerrillas, who seized the 
embassy eight weeks ago, are 
demanding the release from 
military custody of seven of their 
comrades, while the government 
refuses to release them without 
courts-martial. The courts- martial 
could take months. to complete,. pfr 
ficials here say^ 


After the commission's arrival, 
both the government and the 
guerrillas expressed the desire to 
have the eight-man commission 
participate in the so- far stalled 
talks between the guerrillas and the 
government. 


Protestors paralyse Assam 


NEW DELHI (UPI). — The first- 
day of a mass picketing strategy 
paralysed government offices and 
banks yesterday in the 
northeastern state of Assam, 
wracked by oil strikes and ethnic 
feuds. 

The High Court of Guahati, 
capital of Assam, directed 
authorities to issue “curfew 
passes" and arrange supplies of 
milk, medicine and other essential 
supplies Immediately to the curfew- 
bound residents. 

Thousands of Assamese 
protestors marched in heavy rain in 
small groups toward the Narengl 
oil headquarters in the first day of a 


the 


state-wide five-day strike. 
Press Trust of India reported. 

They are angered over the Influx 
of hundreds of thousands of Bengali 
migrants and refugees over the 
past 30 years into Assam, and have 
been demanding Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi kick them out of the 
state. 


Police put up barricades near 
Narengi. preventing the slogan- 
shouting protestors from reaching 
the oil headquarters. For live 
months the protestors have 
picketed Assam's oil installations, 
cutting India off from 30 per cent of 
the nation's oil. 


Vote ends military rule in Honduras 


TEGUCIGALPA. Honduras 
(Reuter i — Honduras has elected 
its centrist Liberal Party to lead the 
country back to parliamentary 
democracy after eight years of 
military rule. 

With most of the votes in Sun- 
day's election counted, the Liberals 
had an a per cent lead over the 
right-wing National Party and were 
expected to hold a 52 per cent ma- 
jority in the new Constituent 


Assembly. 

The 71-seat assembly has been in- 
structed by the ruling military Jun- 
ta to draw up plans for a transition 
to democracy and to arrange 
presidential elections. 

None of the country's left-wing 
parties was allowed to contest the 
election. The third participating 
party, the centre-left Reform and 
Unity Party, look about 4 per cent 
of the vote. 


Terror raid 
kills 2 more 
in Salisbury 


SALISBURY (UPI). — Black 
gunmen in a car sprayed automatic 
fire into a crowd of SO mourners, 
killing two and wounding a third in 
the latest terror strike against sup- 
porters of new Prime Minister 
Robert Mugabe, police said yester- 
day. 

A police spokesman said that the 
attack, staged against a crowd 
mourning two Mugabe followers 
killed by a grenade on Friday, oc- 
curred in the eastern Salisbury 
township of Old Mabvuku at 9.15 
p.m. Monday. 

The two 9lain mourners were a 
15-y car-old boy shot in the back and 
a 19-ycar-old woman hit In the 
chest. 

Investigations show the attackers 
were blacks firing at least one 
Knlaaftnikov assault rifle from a 
rar about 75 metres from the 
crowd, the spokesman said. 

On Friday, when Rhodesia 
received independence from Bri- 
tain and became black-ruled Zim- 
babwe. two grenade attacks were 
launched against Mugabe followers 
cclnhrailng in the streets. Two peo- 
ple wore killed and another 17 
wounded outside a church In one of 
the .ctt. 'irks and three people wound- 
ed in the other. 

Police said no arrests have been 
made in connection with the 
violence. 


Bike stolen in U.S. 


CHICAGO (Reuter). — After being 
attacked by wild dogs in Jordan, 
menaced by a lion in Tanzania, and 
jailed in Guinea, round-the-world 
Indian cyclist B.V. Narayana felt 
the worst was behind him when he 
reached the U.S. 

But his globe-trotting came to an 
abrupt halt in Chicago at the 
weekend when his bicycle was 
stolen while he went for a cup of 
coffee. 

•'In India, they told me 
everybody in America was rich," 
lamented Narayana. 19, from South 
India. "They said there were no 
robbers in America.” 

Narayana, who had logged 50,000 
km. in 14 months, said that his bicy- 
cle had previously been stolen In 
Colombia but that police got it back 
for him almost Immediately. 

"Hero, the police said I was out of 
luck,” he added. 


Chinese shoes prevent

Up to 20 reported killed 

Leftists quit Teheran U. 
after violent fighting 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — President 
Abolhassan Banl-Sadr endorsed the 
"Cultural Revolution" In Iran's un- 
iversities which is aimed at ousting 
leftists from .their campus 
strongholds. 

Speaking to tens of thousands of 
supporters at Teheran University 
yesterday morning, he said.' "This 
Is the great cultural revolution 
promised by the Koran to the peo- 
ple and it represents the sovereign- 
ty of the people." 

The left-wing Plshgam move- 
ment, the student wing of the Marx- 
ist Fedayeen movement, evacuated 
Its cam pus headquarters in the ear- 
ly hours. Ban! -Sadr had warned 
that he would go to the campus at 
the head of a demonstration and 
take it over if it was not voluntarily 
evacu ated. 

Bani-Sadr called the evacuation a 
triumph for the government and 
obedience to Revolutionary Council 
orders. 

Yesterday marked the end of 
three days of defiance by the 
Fedayeen of the council decree 
ordering all political groups to shut 
their campus offices. 

Islamic fundamentalists armed 
with dubs, stones and knives had 
tried unsuccessfully on Monday to 
oust the Leftists from the campus in 
day-long clashes that left at least 
three people dead and several hun- 
dred wounded. 

Unofficial estimates said that up 
to 20 persons were killed and many 


others Injured when revolutionary 
guards opened fire at the university 
during the night. Japan's Kyodo 
News Service reported that on its 
own count hospitals and other 
places showed at least 21 killed and 
more than 500 Injured by rocks, 
clubs and bullets In the campus 
violence. Kyodo said that 50.000 
people mobbed the university cam- 
pus on Monday night despite an 
appeal from President Bani-Sadr 
for calm. 

' All universities reopened yester- 
day after being closed on orders of 
the ruling Revolutionary Council 
because of four days of violence. 

Meanwhile, heavy fighting con- 
tinued in the Western Kurdish city 
of Sanandau yesterday. 

An army statement read over 
Teheran radio said the Kurdish 
rebels had destroyed the local 
radio and television broadcasting 
station's main generator, halting 
all transmissions, in a rocket and 
mortar attack. 

The army also said the rebels had 
surrounded an officers' club and 
cut off water, electricity and 
telephone lines to the beleagured 
soldiers inside. 

The Iranian News Agency Pars 
reported that more than 600 In- 
mates of Hamadan prison In 
western Iran have mutinied and set 
fire to the prison. Three persons 
were injured, the agency, 
monitored in Nicosia, said.

124 Afghan rebels killed 


MOSCOW (Reuter) — Afghan 
security forces have killed 124 
"counterrevolutionaries" and cap- 
tured 47 others in a three-day 
operation near the town of Zen- 
dajan. 80 kms. from the Iranian 
border, the Soviet news agency 
Tass reported yesterday. 


. Tass said mopping-up operations 
were still under way in eastern 
Herat province against what it call- 
ed enemies of the Afghan people — 
a term for the tribal rebels fighting 
Marxist rule from Kabul. 


Most of the guerrillas were sent 
in from outside the country, chiefly 
from Pakistan, Tass said. 

The agency did not refer to any of 
the estimated 80,000 to 100,000 


Soviet troops In Afghanistan as tak- 
ing part in the action, but diplomats 
in Kabul have spoken of their heavy 
involvement in the anti-rebel cam- 
paign. 

In East Berlin, Afghan Foreign 
Minister Shah Mohammad Dost 
was quoted yesterday as saying his 
country had sought to Improve 
relations with neighbouring Iran 
and Pakistan but was still not 
satisfied with the results. 

The official East German news 
agency ADN said the minister told 
its Kabul correspondent that 
Afghanistan supported Iran's 
Islamic revolution from the very 
first and had sought to consolidate 
links with that country and with 
Pakistan. 


South Africa riot police 
break up pupils’ protest 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). — 
Riot policy yesterday fired tear gas 
to disperse 8.000 schoolchildren 
marching In Cape Town, and the 
government threatened to close 
schools as protests by coloured 
imixed race) teenagers against 
racially separated education swept 
across South Africa. 

'More than 100,000 pupils from 
schools throughout the country are 
taking part in the protest which 
bpgan last week. 

The opposition has warned the 
Government that it must avoid a 
repetition of the 1976 riots In the 
black township of Soweto that 
started with student 'protests and 
ended with nearly 800 people dead. 

The students are protesting 
against lack of funds for the educa- 
tion of coloureds. They say this has 
resulted in serious shortages of 
teachers and textbooks. 

Minister of Coloured Relations 
Marais Steyn said that unless the 
children gave up a classroom 
boycott by the end of the week, the 


Government would have to con- 
sider shutting their schools. 

Coloured student leaders appeal- 
ed to pupils in Soweto outside 
Johannesburg to join the boycott. 

Opposition parliamentarians and 
newspapers have warned the 
Government that the mood of the 
coloured community was ap- 
proaching the frustration felt by 
blacks before the Soweto riots. 


USSR committed 
to nuclear energy 


MOSCOW (UPI). — The Soviet 
Union will rely an nuclear power for 
one-third of Its total energy needs 
within a decade, a top government 
planner said yesterday, 

Artem Troitskl. deputy chief of 
Gosplan, the state planning com- 
mittee, said in an interview with the 
Tass nows agency that the Soviet 
Union will remain the only major 
industrialized nation ta supply all of 
Its own energy requirements.

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You will probably find that the roost 
fattening foods are consumed, not at 
regular mealtimes, but because certain 
places, people, activities and tiroes bring 
on the imagined need to eat — even if you 
have just recently finished a meal. Now. 
you can begin to plan to alter or avoid these 
situations — have a good breakfast before 
shopping at the shuk; have only a long club 
soda with your business colleague and then 
continue talking while walking; shake salt 
on ail the unfinished individual desserts so 
you won't be tempted to be the garbage 
recipient. If you continue to be the garbage 
can. you soon will look like one. 

Here are some additional eating 
suggestions for weight control put forth by 
an acknowledged U.S. expert. Dr. Henry 
A. Jordan. Assoc. Professor of Psychiatry, 
University of Pennsylvania Medical School 
and head of the Institute for Behavioral 
Education In Philadelphia: 

1. Every meal should take at least 20 
minutes. Gating slowly produces more 
satisfaction with less food t physiological 
fact). 

2. All snacks should take at least four 
minutes to eat i difficult to judge when you 
are eating aunilcrwer or other seeds). 

3. Eating should be confined to only one or 
two places in your home. It should always 
be pleasurable. 

4. Never — never eat standing up. That in- 
cludes kitchen nibbling. iThis will require 
a change in Israeli culture! >. 

5. Who you are with when you eat affects 
your eating behaviour. Do you eat more 
when you are alone? 

6. Eating should occur by itself. Talking or 
listening to music when eating is approved. 
However, anything that distracts you 
visually, as reading or watching television, 
is hazardous. 

7. Control Is beat exerted at a distance 
from temptation. Put candy dishes and 
cookie jars away from view. 

8. Make your shopping lists in the morning 
and stick to them. Never shop when you 
are hungry. 

9. There Is nothing magical about diet 
foods. Read labels and know caloric 
values. 

10. Plan ahead. Pre-plan yourself in eating 
situations ahead of time and then you are 
set as to how to react when it happens. 

11. Prepare less food. Avoid "family style" 
eating. Prepare Individual plates in the 
kitchen. If someone wants a second help* 
lng, they must get up for it. 

12. While on a diet, begin to think as a thin 
person: 

a. Plan to get involved in more physical ac* 
tivities; "move" in public. 

b. Don't wait until you have reached your 
goal weight to buy new clothes. After a five 
kilo weight loss, buy a new outfit and give 
away one "fat" outfit.

ihe paperback book, "Eating Is Okay, the 
Behavioral Control Diet" by Jordan. 
Leviiz and Kimbrell, Rawson Association 
Publishers. 

Now that you've decided to change your 
eating habits, here are some hints for 
avoiding some potentially dangerous 
situations: 

Combating Israeli hospitality... The 
home of your dearest neighbour, your own 
sister, or your beat friend con become a 
mine-field, threatening to destroy your 
willpower. You've initiated and been 
successful with a sensible diet. Enter the 
hostess with a tray of humous, tehina. and 
pitta, etc. If you are to survive, here is 
what you must do: 

1. Under no circumstances should you an- 
nounce that you are on a diet. In doing so. 
you become a prime target. 

2. Take only small portions. When you do 
partake, accompany each bite with lot of 
compliments; that's most important to the 
hostess. 

3. Under the guise of being a thoughtful 
guest, bring some raw, crunchy vegetables 
surrounding a bowl of yoghurt dip 
flavoured -with garlic and herbs. 

4. When cornered, use diversionary tac- 
tics. 

Tactic a — Where did you get that beautiful 
dress? Kama seh ole? 
b — I love this. Can I have the recipe? 
Where is a pencil? 
c — Where is the bathroom? 

5. If you roust, say you're allergic (to 
calorics) and that a rash (of fat) will 
develop all over your body. 

Recognize and prepare to counter the 
following hostess strategies: 

Compromise: "Let's split it." 
Co-operation: "I'll have another if you 
will." 

Cunning: “Don't worry about these 
borekas, they're all air." 

Egoism: "You aren't fat. You look 
healthy, another helping won't bother 
you." 

Ethnic Pride: "How can a Moroccan (Ger- 
man, Hungarian, Turk) pass up another 
helping of mama's couscous (torte, 
goulash, baklava)?" 

Guilt: "This is your favourite cheesecake. 
I brought tt all the way from Nava's In 
Jerusalem." 

Nostalgia: "Remember when Bubeh spent 
hours making this strudel with the thinnest 
dough and we each ate eight pieces for 
dessert on Rosh Hashana?" 

Pity: "It doesn't matter that I spent ail day 
making this, don't eat if you don't like- it." 

Finally, these golden rules: ' Don't eat 
when you’re not hungry. Don't eat because 
someone else is eating. Don't eat because 
it's there. Don’t eat because you paid for it. 
Don’t eat because it’s free. Etoi't eat unless 
it's right for you. 
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second portions, fats (except for oil 
on salads), sugar and desserts (ex- 
cept fruit), eating between meals 
[ except for raw vegetables), fried 
foods, cakes, and puddings, cream 
sauces, alcohol, sausage, 
chocolate, nuts, and fat cheese. 

General rules are to eat sitting 
down, slowly and chewfag well. But 
exercise is essentia). An overweight 
friend always patted his large ab- 
domen and said "that's muscle." 
How wrong. Exercise is good for 
posture, sagging muscles, bulges, 
and a more social silhouette. 

To use up 110 calories (a thin slice 
of bread and butter) takes 42 
minutes at home. Walking, it takes 
12 minutes, swimming 5 minutes, 
running 3 minutes. 

To start a diet it Is a good thing to 
take only drinks for two days to 
shrink the stomach and condition 
you to less calories. Drinks advised 
are two glasses each of milk and 
tomato juice, with as much water 
as you want. Tea and coffee 
i sugarless) can also be taken. 

You should never lose more than 
half a kilo a week. This can be done 
by eating 500 calories less a day. 
just skip two slices of bread and 
margarine, a slice of cake, or tour 
teaspoons of sugar. Keep part of 
your supper for later with a glass of 
sugarlcss tea or buttermilk, 

If you eat out, avoid fried food, 
mayonnaise, cakes and sauces. If 
you are going to a party (after 
suppen don’t eat supper at home.

medicines. Water between media 
stays hunger. Undereating can lead 
to malnutrition and constipation. 

Worry, boredom, and glandulor 
troubles (chiefly salvltory) make 
you overeat. You may have a 
hypothalmus gland (which controls 
the appetite) which does not work. 
In Uris case you have to see your 
doctor. 

Check your food habits, The 
average person needs about 1.500 
calories a day. A varied colourful 
diet will give the vitamins and 
minerals required with a minimum 
of four to six vegetables and fruits. - 
The building materials to regulate 
and repair your body are provided 
by protein food (eggs. meat, fish, 
cheese, milk and legumes) and 
Vitamin C nt every meal. 

Your energy demands are met 
with four slices of bread or a like 
amount of cereal (whole grain). 
Fibre and cellulose are filling, give 
bulk to the diet and are satisfying. 
Fibre is good for diabetics and 
heart cases, reducing the 
cholesterol and even some of the 


need for Insulin. It Is found in whole 
grain cereals and bread, and peels 
of vegetables and fruits, and has 
virtually no calories. 

A tablespoon of all is absolutely 
necessary for the reducer to digest 
the fnt-solublc vitamins A, E, D, 
and K. Unsaturated fat of soya, cot- 
ton. com, etc., is advised. Avocado 
and alive oil are mono-oils lacking 
the unsaturated quality of soya. 

All the above are absolutely 
necessary foods. Sugar, Jam and 
honey are not necessary to the 
dieter — unless it is to make up 
calorics. A tablespoon a day cm 
diets above 1,300 calories can be 
eaten. Fish Is recommended on the 
reducing diet instead of meat 
because of Its high unsaturated fat- 
ty oil and high mineral content. 
Both the "Prudent Diet" and the 
"Weight Watchers" on which tt is 
based use five fish meals a week. A 
good breakfast is wise because It 
keeps you going without snacking. 

Get enough sleep if you diet. If 
you are bad tempered while 
dieting, drink high-calcium, low-fat 
milk, good for teeth, bones and 


nerves. Also Vitamin C In celery or 
radishes Is good. Meal skipping la 
the worst way to diet. 

As people get older they need the 
same diet as younger people, with 
less calories If they move less. They 
have to eat oftener with smaller 
meals, take non-violent exercise, 
avoid stress and fatigue, lead 
regular lives and avoid constipa- 
tion. 

A little dry wine helps circula- 
tion. With the reduction of quantity, 
quality should be watched. 
Economy these days consists not 
only in saving but in wiser selection 
of foods. Meat portions can be 
greatly reduced. 79 to 100 grams is 
sufficient If wisely supplemented 
with whole grains. 

Vegetarian diets can be adequate 
with milk and cheese, but extreme 
non-cooked natural diets have to 
have enough nuts for protein and 
Iron. This diet is usually deficient In 
Vitamin B 13. 

The “Zen diet" which seeks for 
more harmony of body, soul and 
mind, based largely on rice, is real- 
ly dangerous, even If the rice la 
brown. It is very deficient in 
nutritive elements. 

According to the U.S. "Con- 
sumers Guide” and the Dietetic 
Association of California, the 
"Atkins Diet," high In tat and pro- 
tein lacks carbohydrate and 
calcium and creates a ke tonic 
state, raising the uric arid in the 
kidney with risk of gout, arthritis 
and heart disease In susceptible 


persons. The "Stillman Diet," high 
in protein, low In carbohydrates, 
would reduce anyone who would 
tolerate this monotonous fare. A 
side effect for those who persist is 
ketosis and a lack of alt the 
nutrients except protein and 
Vitamin C. All the Dr. Stillman 
diets have no basis for sound eating 
habits. 

Fantasy land, the spas and health 
resorts provide high water drinking 
with little food. It Is a good income 
for the owners, but not a way of life. 
Machine reducing is not better than 
walking, running, jogging, or swim- 
ming and massage chiefly reduces 
the masseur. However, some ex- 
perts do redistribute the fat, es- 
pecially with a proper diet. 

Weight reduction on a low salt 
diet is not sound, resulting only In a 
temporary loss of water. 

Reducing pills with aide effects of 
increased metabolism and blood 
pressure are not to be recommend- 
ed. except under the care of a physi- 
cian. Some cause sleeplessness and 
a placebo would work probably 
better. 

The expensive Imported vinegar 
and honey before breakfast helps 
constipation hut so does buttermilk 
or water and lemon and bran, or 
cooked orange peels. 

Take supplementary vitamin C 
and multivitamin on any diet. The 
best diets today are those where 
reducing la done together. Tops are 
Weight Watchers. The Scarsdale 
Diet is very successful because it 


gives normal well-planned menus.- 
based on all the nutrients required. 

Weight affects your appearance 
and your performance. With a 
proper way of eating; living, and 
exercising, you will feel better and 
live longer.

In 
hot ween milking the emvs and rais- 
ing the UUis. they slill had time to 
invent kitchen cosmetics - 
sometimes utilizing a bit of 
breakfast or dinner in the process. 
Although far more advanced 
teehnologieally. some of us still 
prefer the home-made cosmetic. 

Many of the foods in our kitchens 
right nmc can be used to condition 
i he skin wholesomely and inexpen- 
sively. These ore the whole foods — 
whole grains, nuts, seeds, un- 
processed fruits and vegetables. 
And what's more - they’re good 
enough to cat. And should be eaten. 
A beautiful complexion depends not 
only on what you put on your body, 
but into it. 

In Israel, one of the primary skin 
problems is prematurc'aging due to 
dryness caused by overexposure to 
the sun and other drying elements. 
A mixture of oil and apple cider 
vinegar can provide some protec- 
tion while sunbathing, but it is 
always best to avoid the hotter 
hours of the sun. between ll:00 and 
3:00. Throughout the year, but es- 
pecially during the summer 
months, a moisturising cream or lo- 
tion can help nourish and protect 
the skin. 

Cleansing the skin Is also an im- 
portant factor in keeping it clear 
and blemish-free. Milk and milk 
products can serve as cleansers 
and moisturizers. Massage milk or 
yogurt i or melted butter for ex- 
iremcly dry skin) into the skin, then 
rinse off with lukewarm water. 
Follow with some kind of natural oil 
from nuts, vegetables or seeds 
i such as corn, olive or sunflower). 
Leave the oil on the face and neck 
for about five minutes before 
removing the excess with a clean 
bit of cotton or tissue. Leave the 
remainder on during the day or 
overnight. 

Mayonnaise is another old 
favourite for soothing a dry com- 
plexion. It is best to use home-made 
mayonnaise (because you know 
what goes into it* rather than com- 
mercial. If you use commercial 
brands, add an egg yolk and 2 
teaspoons of oil into cup. Store In 
the refrigerator and apply daily. 


Kitchen cosmetics 
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Phyllis Glazer gets going with the mayonnaise. 
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Avocado Is also a skin softener. 
Rub the inside of the avocado skin 
into your clean skin, leave on for a 
few minutes and rinse off with 
lukewarm water. 

Warm weather — of which we're 
in for a great deal — may also 


result in enlarged pores. Egg white 
facials once or twice a week can 
help, and so can vinegar rinses. A 
refreshing mint vinegar rinse may 
be made by mixing 1 cup vinegar, 1 
cup mineral water and # cup mint 
leaves together in a non-aluminura 


pot. Bring to a boil, pour Into a glass 
jar. and steep uncovered for four 
days. Strain and bottle the mixture 
and use' whenever necessary to 
cleanse and refresh the skin and 
provide astringent action. 

Commeal may be used instead of 


juice (for oily skin), 1 tablespoon 
crushed strawberries ifor normal 
skin), or 1 tablespoon cucumber 
juice. 

Other facial masques Include: 
crushed ripened pears (for slight 
astringent action), watermelon 
juice ito relieve dry skin), crushed 
grapes fto refresh skin), and 
ground oatmeal and honey (to 
nourish and soften). 

If you've found that simple 
natural oils have helped your facial 
skin, you'll be pleased to know that 
they can be of great help In body 
and hAir care. Add 2 or more 
tablespoons sunflower oil to a warm 
bath scented with rosewater 
(available in large bottles in the Old 
City In Jerusalem), or brewed and 
strained herbs, camomile, lavender, 
rosemary or a potpourri of 
several). 

Olive oil treatments might just 
save your hair this summer. Warm 
the oil. massage it through the. 
scalp and wrap your head In a towel 
dipped in hot water. Re-wet and re- 
apply the towel several times. 
Wash twice to remove oil, adding 
apple cider vinegar to the final 
rinse for brown hair, and lemon 
juice for blondes. In between 
regular shampoos, commeal brush- 
ed through the hair will reduce 
oiliness. Pure egg yolk mixed with 
water and left on the hair for five 
minutes may be used twice a month 
as an alternative to shampoo. It will 
strengthen the hair and provide 
general conditioning. 

Don't expect Instant results from 
natural cosmetics. As with any 
cosmetic treatment, repeated 
applications will achieve the beat 
results. Analyze your skin and hair 
types, experiment with different in- 
gredients. and let nature be your 
guide.

My landlady and proxy raother'in . 
Montreal always made French t 
toast with left-over bread. She soak- . 
cd the slices in a hatter of 2-3 eggs, 
salt and 1/3 cup milk and fried them £ 
on both sides in margarine. To this’ •' 
day we call it "Toast Mrs. 
Kosowor." For those with a sweet 
tooth, we sprinkle sugar over the 
slices. ' - 

Left-over chicken or meat can be , 
cut up into small pieces, mixed with 
diced pickles, mayonnaise, and 
perhaps some pieces of sausage to 
make a delicious salad. Another,

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SHOULD a baby be fed food 
prepared by the mother or commer- 
cial ore-prepared food? We put this 
question to Dr. Adaya Barkay, 
Deputy District Doctor of the 
Ministry of Health. She is also a 
pediatrician and mother of four. 

Dr. Barkay answered by asking if 
we were talking about food or 
nutritional value. We answered: 
“both'" 

According to Dr. Barkay if we are 
tAlking about the nutritional value 
of food, whether It be for grownups 
or babies, they need a certain quan- 
tity of food, and it does not matter 
• how you take it. 

In processed food, sometimes you 
might lose something or some in- 
gredient might be added. But in the 
same respect natural foods from 
certain countries might be con- 
taminated. 

"If I had a 3-month-old baby to- 
day, r wouldn’t be afraid to give it 
.frozen food produced in Israel'; 
because I know that Jt Is clean and 
nutritional." she said. 

Baby food processing plants are 
All under the inspection of the 
Ministry of Health ilike other food 
companies In Israel). Dr. Barkay 
checked the files of the plants that 
make baby food in her district (she 
emphasised that this is only In her 
district and not the whole country), 
and revealed that the yearly 
Ministry of Health inspection gave 
all the plants quite a good rating. If 
there were complaints, they were 
about minor things. "If I had a baby 
now, I wouldn't be afrAld to feed it 
the food from these plants, accor- 
ding to our report." 

She claimed that it was a pity that 
In Israel there was no production of 
ready baby foods in Jars, such as 
those In America and Europe.

And for home economists, the 
blender drink is a good way to 
utilize bruised frutta, and odd 
amounts of yoghurt, milk, butter- 
milk. white cheese, etc. 

The base of the blended mixture 
can be water, milk. Juire. nut or 
seed milk. My favourite fruit addi- 
tion is the banana, but 
strawberries, peaches, persim- 
mons and melons in season are all 
delicious. Whenever possible I 
wash well but do not peel the fruit. 
Next you can experiment with com- 
binations of dried fruits, non-fat 
powdered milk, egg. wheat germ, 
bran, brewer's yeast, vanilla ex- 
tract, cinnamon, honey, molasses, 
or brown sugar.

Pott Economic Reporter 
(merest charged by banks on 
overdraft accounts has been lagg- 
ing behind the rite Of Inflation, Ac- 
cording to recently released Bank 
of Israel fltalfnUca for December. 

The report Indicates that as of the 
lost quarter ' of 1978, and until at 
total the last quarter of 1979. the 
banks were. In fact charging- 
negative Interest On the drawing 
rights of firms' overdraft accounts. 
Theoretically, the banks* debtors 
could well have Invested what they 
received In linked bonds and 
assured themselves a profit. 

In the flnnl quarter of last year, 
quarterly interest stood at 23.9 per 
cent, while Inflation was running at 
27.9 per cent. In annual terms, the 
Interest rate was 132 per cent,- but 
annunl inflation was beyond this at 
170 per cent. 

The cent nil bank's figures show 
that although the commercial 
banks continually raised their in- 
terest rates In an effort to catch up 
With inflation, they never succeed- 
ed. Interest continued to log behind 
Inflation. 


The problem of udApUng Interest 
rates to inflation is well- know a in 
banking circles. Now. the trend 
may well be reversed, and with a 
blow-down in the pace of SnflnLioit, 
Interest rates may not turn 
downwards enough and may 
significantly exceed inflation. This 
Is a situation against which the cen- 
tral bank and the Treasury have 
both warned. 

In the third quarter Of 1978, 
quarterly Interest stood at 10.0 per 
cent, while th* Index rose by only 8 
per cent. In the last quarter of that 
year, quarterly Interest was lt-1 
per cent, but inflation had already 
jumped to ia.2 per cent. 

In the first quarter of last year, 
with quarterly bank Interest at 12.9 
per cent, inflation went up to 13,9 
per cent. In the next quarter. In- 1 
t t-rest stood at 14 per cent, but Infla- 
tion was 17.9 per cent. In the third 
quarter, the two stood at 17.7 per 
cent In the banka, against 23.5 per 
cent inflation, and In the year's 
Anal quarter, figures were 23 J per 
cent for bank Interest, against an 
inflation rate of 27.9 per cent.

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A wrong now 


WEIGHTED DOWN as It is with over 3,000 years of world 
history, years of grandeur and agony, Jerusalem — the eternal 
capital of the Jewish people, the city holy to all three great 
monotheistic religions — is almost universally acknowledged to 
be the most intractable of all the problems that make up the 
Arab-Israel conflict. 

For this reason it was long consigned by Israel policy-makers 
to the very bottom of any conceivable peace agenda. From that 
lowly position it has now been raised by Premier Begin to the 
very top, but not as a subject fit for negotiation. 

This is odd. For one thing, it helps obscure the fact that, in one 
of its aspects, the problem of Jerusalem has effectively been 
settled as a result of Israel’s triumph in the Six-Day War. Before 
1967, there was talk of International! ring the city, thus main- 
taining its unity. That option is now conceded not to be viable. 

Moreover, Israel’s rightful hold on West' Jerusalem, or the 
New City, is no longer challenged, not even for the record. But i 
legitimacy has not similarly been extended to Israel’s reunifica- 
tion of its capital city through annexation of East Jerusalem, 
which includes the Old City. 

East Jerusalem is still viewed, falsely, as an “Arab city,” and I 
not only by religious fundamentalists In Riyadh, and even Cairo, 
who want it “recovered” for Islam. This la in fact how it is seen 
by most of the international community, such as it is. 

But redivision is too absurd to contemplate in earnest. In fact ' 
the Jordanians themselves, Jerusalem's occupiers between 1948 
and 1967, have resigned themselves to Jerusalem’s continued 
unity. But the position closest to Israel's has been taken by the 
Americans. 

As Mr. Begin recalled in his Independence Day address, on 
television, Sunday night, ’’The president of the U.S. has 
declared that Jerusalem must remain undivided, and that free 
access to the holy places must be ensured to all faiths.” 

“That is precisely the situation that prevails in Jerusalem 
today,” Mr. Begin observed, correctly enough. But, as he 
himself went on to elucidate, there is rather more to “the situa- 
tion that prevails in Jerusalem today” than that. For Israel 
claims, as of righf, exclusive sovereignty over the entire, ex- 
panded area of undivided Jerusalem — and its people. 

That is where the views of Israel and the U.S., as well as 
Egypt, patently clash. Under the terms of the Camp David ac- 
cords it is not necessary to tackle this problem in its fullness un- 
til the third year of the autonomy — even if one assumes, as Mr. 
Begin does not, that Israel’s legal action in Jerusalem precludes 
negotiation of the city’s future. 

There is, though, a practical problem that involves Jerusalem 
in the very establishment of the autonomy: the possible par- 
ticipation of the 100,000 Arabs of East Jerusalem in elections to 
the Palestinian self-governing authority. Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Sadat favour their participation, while Mr. Begin has 
categorically rejected it. 

The premier has argued that it will suggest consent to the 
re division of Jerusalem. But if, as Mr. Begin holds, autonomy is 
for the people and not for the territory, .tlfoh'sudh voter par- 
ticipation should have no bearing on redivlsion. And if it tides, 
there is something wrong with Ms entire autonomy concept. 

The offer of self-government to the Arabs in Judea,' Samaria 
and Gaza may in itself have excited a passion for autonomy 
among the Arabs of East Jerusalem. If they are not allowed to 
share it with their kinsmen in the territories, then some scheme 
of autonomy within Jerusalem itself would seem to be man- 
datory. But Mr. Begin wants none of that either, as, for exam- 
ple, the sometimes mooted borough system. 

It is difficult, therefore, to understand why the premier has 
now injected the Jerusalem issue to the top of the political agen- 
da except as a rhetorical device with which to beat down opposi- 
tion from within to his continued rule , and rally the people round 
his embattled administration — on the ramparts of Jerusalem. 
Thus will the national consensus be recreated, with Mr. Begin 
as its spokesman. 

It is a largely spurious issue that he has whipped up, needless- 
ly and prematurely. He may gain some political advantage 
from it, but the nation will be the loser. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


A FEDERAL grand jury in 
Manhattan ia investigating the 
possible Involvement of Frank 
Sinatra In the alleged skimming of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars In 
revenues from the now-defunct 
Westchester Premier Theatre. 

In a legal brief, the government 
opposed an effort by Louis “Louie 
Dome” Pacella to overturn a civil 
contempt citation issued because 
he refused to say if he knew 
Sinatra. 

Pacella, a reputed organized 
crime figure who boasted he was a 
personal friend of the entertainer, 
was called before a grand Jury and 
asked: "By way of background, do 
you know an Individual named 
Frank Sinatra?” He refused to rep- 
ly and invoked the Fifth Amend- 
ment. 

Pacella. 58, reputedly a member 
of the Vito Genovese crime family, 
was sentenced to two years in 
prison for evading $50,000 in Income 
taxes on money he allegedly 
skimmed from the theatre. 

Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Nathaniel Akerman. who 
prosecuted the trial, said In his 
brief: 

“The evidence developed at the 
trial clearly provided several areas 
of possible investigation about 
which Pacella could Have 
reasonably been expected to have 
relevant testimony, including the 
involvement of Frank Sinatra, 
Mickey Rudin and Jilly Rizzo, in 
the skimming of receipts at the 
theatre.” 

Rudin was identified as Sinatra's 
manager and lawyer and Rizzo as 
his bodyguard and friend. 

A much-publicized photograph 
taken at the theatre showing 
Sinatra with the late Mafia leader 


Carlo Gambino and admitted hit- 
man' James Fratiano was evidence 


at the trial. 



WITHOUT having the full details of 
either the Carter-Sadattalks or the 
Carter-Begin meeting, it Is not too 
difficult to imagine what will 
happen during the next' few weeks, 
given the fact that Israel and Egypt 
have not reached an. understanding 
about the character of autonomy. 

Carter, with the foil concurrence 
of Sadat,, will now try to speed 
things up by putting all the.different 
ingredients Into a “pressure- 
cooker,” hoping that some sort of 
acceptable concoction will ' come 
out of it before the end of May. In- 
cidentally, Begin's refusal to agree 
to any sort of deadline for the con- 
clusion of the autonomy talks, thus 
delaying the conclusion of the 
Israelt-Egyptian peace treaty itself 
by several months, seems 
somewhat baseless- in the light of 
subsequent developments, since 
political realities clearly count tor 
more than the most brilliant legal 
or verbal formulations. 


Is there still a possibility of successfully concluding the 
autonomy negotiations? The answer, writes ZALMAN 
SHOVAL, MK, is ‘a qualified yes.’; "... 
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This is not the time to analyze the 
reasons why the talks had to 
become bogged down. But it Is clear 
that, taking into account the pre- 
sent political and economic' 
realities, it would have been 
preferable from Israel’s point of 
view to have reached even a less 
ideal agreement with Egypt 
than to have had to resort again to 
the good offices of President 
Carter. 


Egypt and the U.S. must shoulder 
part of the blame for the failure to 
achieve an accord. Egypt, because 
some of her demands clearly con- 
travened the Camp David agree- 
ment, and the U.S. because in her 
over -eagerness to corral the “rejec- 
tionist" states (and perhaps even 
the PLO) into a comprehensive 
settlement, contributed to a 
weakening of what had already 
been accomplished at Camp David, 
including, perhaps, a budding new 
strategy for agreement: 


ACCORDING to some reports from 
Washington, Carter and Sadat may 
have worked out a new document to 
complement and amplify the Camp 
David agreement; if this is so. It fe 
a direct result of the parties' failure 


-to reach agreement along the lines 
of the original accords. This may or 
may not be Israel’s fault, but two 
wrongs don’t make a right, and 
Israel’s mistakes during the 
autonomy talks notwithstanding, 
an unwise and precipitate- step by 
Egypt and the U.S. will not bring 
about a breakthrough either. In 
fact, the opposite may be true. For 
if the U.S. and Egypt should try to 
impose further concessions which 
would be totally unacceptable to 
Israel, such as the inclusion of East 
Jerusalem in the autonomy 
scheme, or steps which could 
adversity affect Israel's security, 
the chances for reaching a settle- ■ 
merit would evaporate altogether. 
And this would be the case whether 
Likud or Labour wenj.in power. 

One of the. main advantages of the 
Camp David accords may indeed 
have been their vagueness. Thus, 
each side could easily claim that 
what had been achieved would ul- 
timately, after the five-year in- 
terim period, lead to a permanent 
solution of its choice. Egypt’s ul- 
timate aim may be the setting-up of 
a semi-independent entity (linked 
to Jordan), or a fully independent 
Palestinian state; but in the mean- 
time, she must settle for something 
'more flexible. It might Have been 
sufficient for her to be able to tell 
the Palestinians: “Look, we have 
obtained for you a framework of 
autonomy — exactly how this 
autonomy will develop will depend 
on events and agreements within 
and after the five-year period. But 
this is certainly more than you have 
ever achieved In the past or could 
possibly achieve otherwise! . 

A wise Israeli government .could . 
have adopted a similar attitude — - 
only the other way round: “True, 
the autonomy Is but an interim 
proposal, no more and no less than 
a “framework” — but for what? 
For Jewish- Arab coexistence, and 
for assuring our long-term security 
needs in the area. As to what will 


happenlater on, that will depend on. 

a lot of things, including the atr - 
titudss of Jordan and the PLO, In- - 
temationai realities, etc.” .. 

This would stffl -have left many 
unanswered questions and possible 
pitfalls; but as long as no satisfac- 
tory agreement is reached, mostof 
the cards will still be In Israel's 
bands since, after all, possession is 
nine-tenths of the law. 


Israelis engage in continuous 
heart-searching, yes, even self- 
recrimlnation. these days — about 
wb&t could or . should have happen- 
ed on the diplomatic fronts. But let 
us just imagine what our situation 
would have been had we not. em- - 
barked on. bur new diplomatic in- 
itiatives back in 1977-78 and had the 
Camp David agreement not been 
concluded. We would have long ago 
found ourselves back in Geneva or 
at the UN, faced with massive In- 
ternational and American p ress u re 
to evacuate oil the territories im- 
mediately (“with minor xec-' 
tfficalions”),- as set forth in the 
Rogers plan. 

Israel should therefore make a 
supreme effort,- even at this late 
stage, to continue the talks* with 
Egypt — and the U.£L — ‘on, the 
basis of their original terms of 
reference, even at the price of lay- 
ing aside for the time being some of 
the elaborate and detailed plans ' 
and. “models”, we have heard so 
much about during last year's abor- 
tive negotiations. 
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AUTONOMY is only a word. The 
real question is whether something 
' can still be done to get the.talks off 
the ground, along, the. fines of, the 
original principles agreed upon, in- 
stead of being forced to cope with 
the much less palatable, ideas that 
may he suggested In the near 
future, by Washington,- Western 
Europe and points beyond.

Misgav Am has apparently given 
ris e to c omplaints on our part that 
UNIFIL is not doing Its job. Such a 
complaint was evidenced in your 
editorial of April 8 and was implied 
in certain statements attributed to 
the Chief of Staff. 

Any complaint we h ere in Israel 
_ might make against. UNXfc’lL, to the. 
effect that, by failing to properly 
- protect us against terrorist attack, 
they are not performing the task 
that is their raison d’itre, is com- 
pletely without foundation. 

To the recollection of this writer, 
there has never been an official 
statement issued or uttered by any 
responsible official of any foreign 
government, or by any. authorized 
official of the UN, which would In- 
dicate to an astut e reader or 
listener, that UNIFIL’s purpose is 
to protect the Israel border against 
terrorist attack. Where such 
statements have been made by of- 
ficials of the Israel Government or 
by the press here Is Israel, they are 
nothing more than wishful thi nking . 
The primary purpose of UNIFIL 
was to clear the IDF out of 
Lebanon, and its current objective 
remains to keep the IDF out of 
Lebanon. There may be some 
secondary purposes to the mission 
of UNIFIL; perhaps to help restore 
the rule of the Lebanese national 
government, perhaps to stamp out 
S&’ad Haddad, or maybe even to 


facilitate terrorist operations 
against Israel. In any case, no one 
In UNIFIL, the UN or the U.S. State 
Department has ever said, official- 
ly, that UNIFTL's raison d ’6tre is to 
keep terrorists from crossing the 
Israel border.. - . . 

Those persons or institutions In 
Israel who, in any way, manner, 
shape or form, attempt to tell the 
Israeli public that there is some 
way in which international 
guarantees or UN instrumentalities 
can provide Israel with security are 
doing no more than covering up 
political defeats for Israel. When all 
Is said and done. Operation Llt&ni 
was a tactical victory for the IDF — 
the terrorists were cleared out of 
Southern Lebanon while the IDF 
was there in force. Had the IDF 
remained in Southern Lebanon, the 
situation on our northern border 
would have been the same as it was 
and has been in the Jordan Valley. 
The IDF would have suffered 
casualties, as were suffered by the 
IDF in tracking down and rooting 
out terrorist Incursions In the Jor- 
dan Valley when such incursions - 
were attempted; but the northern 
border would have been secure. 
When the IDF was forced out of 
Southern Lebanon, we suffered a 
severe political defeat notwithstan- 
ding the tactical military victory. 

Those who would now advise or. 
contemplate advising the Israel 
public that there is some way to 
effect security tor the Sharon 
through demilitarized-sone 


agreements or UN or other multi- 
national military forces patrolling : 
Samaria after, the IDF Is 
withdrawn from Samaria, would do 
well to consider • the situation la 
Southern Lebanon. Thie Israel 
public should likewise, by 
th emsel ves, consider the effect of 
UNIFIL in Southern Lebanon. 

So long as there are overt out- 
cries or muted pleas . for Israel's 
destruction by her ne!&hhodrB, u aad 
in the absence of apy^a otobvious ' 
support for Israel’s position to the 
matter by. “friendly* ’ foreign 
powers, tt is only the IDF that can ' 
protect Israel from her enemies. 
Accordingly, our politicians, those 
. aspiring to power as well as "those 
presently in office, have a problem 
to ponder: how do we keep the IDF 
in the territories for the indefinite 
future? Under present conditions, 
any space vacated by the IDF, for 
whatever reason, will be filled by 
th e PL O. As is the case with 
UNIFIL today, there will be ho of- 
ficial statement from anyone to the 
effect that the primary or official 
purpose of the force to replace the 
IDF - will be to prevent terrorist in- 
cursions into Israel (from the 
"West Bank").

SEDER FOR NEW IMMIGRANTS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 


FACING a plundering of its 
glorious past, Greece has launched 
a campaign against the smuggling 
of antiquities and the theft of 
precious Icons from poorly guarded 
churches. 

The Minister of Culture and 
Sciences. Dimitries Nianiaa, calls 
art thefts a “national disgrace." He 
has asked police to step up their ef- 
forts und has offered rewards to 
private citizens for information 
leading to arrests or the recovery ot 
stolen items. 

Last month Nianiaa announced 
that a famed 14th-century Byzan- 
tine icon, “The Crucifixion of 
Christ,” had been recovered along 
with 30 other Icons of later dates. 
They had been stolen over a year 
ago. 

The crucifixion icon, which 
measures 1.6Q metres by 1.49 
metres. Is valued at about S 2 . 2 m. It 
was stolen from a church at the 
southernmost tip of Greece in 
January 1978. Police who tracked 
down the thieves found the loot, 
along with maps marking churches 
and monasteries which apparently 
were future targets. 

Greece has had problems keeping 
its treasures Intact ever since Lord 
Elgin's days, when in the lath cen- 
tury the English nobleman bought, 
with the permission of the Turkish 
occupiers of the country, various 
figures and marble friezes from the 
Parthenon. 


Sir, — Maimonides decrees that 
one of the better ways ot giving 
charity is if the donor does not know 
who the recipient is and the 
recipient does not know who the 
donor is.

We were people with 
different ways of holding a seder 
together with people who heard of 
today’s redemption but never 
before of the redemption from 
Egypt. We were people who had 
baked mutsot fearing a knock at the 
door with people who had never 
before as much as smelled un- 
leavened bread. Most of us read the 


Haggada for the first time as “free 
men in the land of Israel.” Many of 
us sat at one of four communal 
sednrim in Jerusalem suburbs in- 
habited by fellow, or rather former, 
new immigrants. Hundreds of 
others were helped to Invitations by 
neighbouring families of Im- 
migrants who had arrived a year or 
two before ua and who themselves 
were still struggling with their ab-. 
sorption. 

All this we owe an unknown 
number of people, unknown to ua, 
some hiding under names of 
different communities in Far 
Rockaw&y, New York. 

If you will kindly print my letter 
with my Initials only; then although 
my name means nothing to the 
donors, I will be as anonymous as 
the other more than 700 grateful 
participants.
